The Examination Now on Be-
fore Referee Sprague.

WHAT LEGAL LIGHT IS WORTH.

Ton Thousand Dollars Each For Mr.
Peters nad Mr. Willlam: —Co-
tinued Until To-day

The examination before BReferree
Sprague into the question of the com-
pensation of Receiver Dyer and his
oounsel, was continuad last eyening.

RECEIVER DYER
was the Brsl witne:s callel, and in
answer to querries propounded by Mr.
P. L. Willisms, he said in subatance: 1
am the receiver in the case of the
United States vs. the late corporation
ol the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter—
day Baints; was appeinted to such office
on the Tth day of November, 1887, and
qualified within & few days therealter;
was required to give a bond in $250,000;
there were elevea or twelye men on the
bond, I believe; it wes approved some-
time in November; I bad intenaed to
make out & detailed statement of
all my work as receiver, but
having been away {rom home some
tirie, aud having reaphed here ooly
tiis morning, my siatement will not be
as full ms 1t otherwise would bave
begn. Soon alter my swpptintment 1
wenton with my duaties, and found
cérinn persons 1o possession of the
Pemnple Block, Gardo Hocse and Tith-
wg office; I madea demand for these
properties, and in a few days they were
surrendered. ‘TheTithing offics, Gardo
Honse and Historian's oMige [ afier-
words leased toMr. Winder and others;
tha Temple Block was also leased to
them peading the outcome of the suit,
for the a.mins) sum of $§1. This was
done by the advics of iy sttorney, wno
had the idea that it would eveninally
go back to the Chureh under the saving
ciause. My business was done only

with Mr  Winder, Presion apd
Burton not being found. In De-
cemhber 1 went to the Presi-

dent's office and took charge of all the
property [ tound thers, The seizing of
these books proved valuable to us, he-
cause they atforded a clus to theowaer-
ship of the Church farm, snd were tle
c:nnec'ing link with the ownership ot
considerable properiy that we after-
wurds discovered belonged to the
Church; threesuits were established in
Ogden aond seven in Salt Lake, The
resuit of these suits and thsevidence
brought out before the examinsr, en-
abled us to getat the evideacs of fraud
ulent transfers ol near!g all theproperty
held by the Church, Peopls who held
thia property iu  trost,
dicted  themselves  and placed
themselyes in  smeh &  light
tbat they alterwards deemed it
baiter to give up the property held in
trust by them, Notably, thera was the
gas stock, which, it was allaged, had
peen trapsferred to James Jack, on ths
24 of Margh, bnt it subsequeatly de-
veloped that the transfer was made
after that tume. [ then made a personal
demand on Mr, Jack for the stock, and
soon atterwards [ obtained it, Mr. Jack
acknowledging that he had merely held
itio trust for the Churoli. The par
value of the stock is $100 per share, but
it is bardly worth a¥ much &3 that, [
believe this block of stock recovared
from the Church is worth  between
$60 00 and $70.000. Laster [ investi-

ANENT THE ELECTION.
